His continued silence sim­ 
ply meant the Germans were not 
anxious.

The existence of ma npower shorta ges in certa in 
critica l fields is not news. 
The President first a sked 
Congiess for na tiona l service legislatio n wtII over a yea r 
a go. 
And since tha t first ten tative request the ma n­ 
power situa tion ha s gone fr- rii better to worse. 
The need for more 
:-.r:.' zvi ni uon. 
Hea vy a rtiller>% 
trucks a nd tires, ra da r 
i:t a nd cotton duck is six 
months old. Congress hr ? kr.^wn of this need. It ha s 
sent some of its members 
tu tiie ba ttlefronts to see the 
result of shorta ges with their own eyes. It ha s received 
from Wa r Mobilizer Byrnes a deta iled report on produc­ 
tion a nd ma npower problems. 
And now, when enough of everything a nd more to 
spa re is needed to press the a tta ck in the Philippines a nd 
throw ba ck the Germa ns in Europe, the House Milita ry 
Affa irs Committee wa nts to ca nva ss the situa tion. 
Wha t ha s the committee, a nd Congress in genera l, 
been doing in the mea ntime? Well, for one thing, they 
W'ere pretty busy running for ofilce. There wa s the ques­ 
tion la st summer of recessing without unbecoming ha ste 
so tha t t he members might get home to their constitu­ 
ents. And a fter the elections were ove^: there wa s rea lly 
very little tha t the wa ning 78th Congress felt tha t it 
could do, emergency or no emergency. 
And then w'ha t ha ppened when the new Congress 
fina lly rolled up its sleeves a nd prepa red to ta ckle its 
critica l ta sks? Well, the first order of business in the 
House wa s to reconstitute the so-ca lled Dies Committee 
a nd put it on a perma nent ba sis. There w'a s a lso con­ 
sidera ble ta lk of investiga ting orga niza tions like the 
CIO-PAC a nd curbing their future a ctivities. 
We don’t sa y tha t a congressiona l committee to in­ 
vestiga te un-America n a ctivities is not, in principle, a 
good thing. 
Nor do w’e contend tha t “ non-pa rtisa n” 
politica l orga niza tions should be immune to investiga ­ 
tion. 
But we do ma inta in tha t they a re not of first 
importa nce toda y, a t the expense of pressing milita ry 
needs. 


TRUCE IN ATHENS 
A truce fina lly ha s ha lted (or a t lea st tempered) the 
cla sh of a rms between the Greek leftist insurgents a nd 
British troops, but it ca n ha rdly be expected tha t this 
will end such a violent eruption, especia lly since Greece 
is politica lly volca nic by na ture—a nd ha s become one 
of the hottest of the interna tiona l hot-spots. 
However, the Allies will brea the ea sier with even 
tempora ry cessa tion of a politico-milita ry imbroglio 
which ha s stirred the emotions of the United Na tions 
deeply. 
It even ha s produced a divergence of views 
a mong the Big Three. 
It’s highly significa nt of the trend of the times tha t 
ra rely ha s the ma n-in-the-street in Allied countries 
been so WTought up over the a ffa irs of a little country.

In the opinion of ma ny the next big step in the 
Greek a ffa ir-provided the lid ca n be kept on the fight­ 
ing—presuma bly will be the holding of a post-wa r pleb­ 
iscite to decide whether Greece is to reta in the mon­ 
a rchy or a dopt some other form of government.

Provides 15 Cigarettes Daily

CT*)—Cigar­

daily to civilians under a volun­ 
tary rationing system planned by 
the National Association Of Tobac­ 
co Distributors.

M ore titan tw o m onths ago the 
press in A m erican 
and 
England 
sta rte d a cam paign asking 
the 
w hereabouts of H itler and ques­ 
tioning w hether he actually were 
still alive. 
W hen, in tile face of 
repeated inquiries in the Allied 
new spapers, 
H itler rem ained si­ 
lent, m any concluded th a t he at 
least w as sick or m ad. 
W h at we failed to understand 
w as th a t the curiosity and appre­ 
hension of the Allied press w as of 
no concern to Goebbels and the 
N azi propaganda m achine. 
Only 
apprehension and anxiety am ong 
* th e 
G erm ans 
them selves 
would 
have necessitated producing H it­ 
ler. 
His continued silence sim ­ 
ply m eant th e G erm ans w ere not j 
anxious. 
However, the fact th a t the Al­ 
lied press and radio w ent out on 
a lim b suggesting tile death or 
m adness of H itler now provides a 
m ajor victory 
in 
psychological 
w arfare 
for Goebbels. 
H e 
can 
say now th a t the Allies alw ays 
lie and falsify. 
T here 
are 
m any 
indications 
th a t Goebbels is about to conduct 
a vigorous propaganda cam paign 
a g a in st 
Allied 
propaganda 
and 
trustw orthiness, com bined w ith a 
cam paign establishing H itle r as 
infallible and a saviour. T he sta rt | 
of this cam paign was, of course,

H itler w as am used about 
; enem y 
claim s 
and 
propaganda. 
N ow adays D egrelle says, “M onths 
have passed ju st as the F uehrer 
foresaw , and the enem y is h alt­ 
ed in E ast P russia and Aachen, 
and now' the F u eh rer attac k s." 
W hile discrediting Allied prop­ 
ag an d a and new s sources alw ays 
w as an im p o rtan t aim of Goeb­ 
bels, there is no reason to believe 
th a t he would have produced H it­ 
ler and built him up all over for 
th is 
reason 
alone. 
D ependable 
sources from inside the R eich tell 
me th a t oGebbels for about three 
w eeks w as anxious to 
g et 
the 
F u eh rer to talk, w ith a gram o­ 
phone recording u n it w aiting day 
and night near H itler, till finally 
th e New Y ear’s speech w as re­ 
corded. 
A t 
the 
sam e 
tim e Goebbels 
him self w ent all out in praise of 
th e Fuehrer. 
He said H itler is 
w orking constantly for th e G er­ 
m ans. 
“spends 
sleepless 
nights, 
b u t gives the im pression of al­ 
m ost a young m an.” 
Goebbels 
w rote an article in “Reich” about 
H itler “standing alone in the icy

loneliness of genius, 
and H itler 
know s everything. 
No details are 
hidden from him and he has a 
sixth sense enabling him to see 
w h at is hidden from others.

for hum anity, the 
w orld 
would 
surely desert false gods and w or­ 
ship him . 
H itler is tru th per­ 
sonified.” 
One m ust know the 
style of Goebbels, also read his 
new' article in the G erm an origi­ 
nal to understand th a t perhaps for 
the first tim e Goebbels is badly 
frightened. 
H is analysis of H itler’s speech 


is ano th er indication th a t things 
a re n ’t going well on the G erm an 
home front. 
M ost interesting is 
the fac t th a t it does not refer to 
the 
R undstedt 
offensive. 
This 
does not m ean as m any here be­ 
lieve, th a t the offensive has failed. 
It m eans, however, th a t the offen­ 
sive will not live up to the ex­ 
pectations to w hich the G erm ans 
w eer 
encouraged; 
nam ely, 
u lti­ 
m ate victory. 
In short, H itler is 
anxioi .• to keep from 
arousing 
hopes 
and 
even 
rem inding 
the 
G erm ans th a t such hopes were 
aroused only a fo rtn ig h t ago, evi­ 
dently 
fearing 
the 
reaction 
a l­ 
ready setting in. 
He prefers to prepare the G er­ 
m ans for a long w ar until 1946. 
The new' m otive of th e G erm an 
propaganda 
line 
as 
described 
above, nam ely, all-out s it ack on 
Allied trustw orthiness, 
is 
tak en 
up by H itler extensively w hen he 
rem inds listeners how often the 
Allies 
prom ised 
im m ediate 
vic­ 
tory. 
However, 
H itle r 
adm its 
th a t som ething is foul inside G er­ 
m any by th reaten in g to destroy 
those who are unw illing to con­ 
tinue the w ar. 
O ther N azi leaders a tte m p t to 
deal w ith u n rest on 
th e 
home 
fro n t in a different w ay. 
Ley, in 
“A ngriff”, w rites th a t’ arm in g the 
Home Guard, w hich m eans arm ­ 
ing 
practically 
every 
G erm an, 
proves th a t the N azis can risk 
tru stin g every G erm an and th a t 
no discontent exists, adding th a t 
neither 
Roosevelt 
nor 
Churchill 
and Stalin could risll this. 
Such 
a statem en t is w histling in the 
d ark w hen read ag ain st a back­ 
ground of ever-grow ing nervous­ 
ness and discontent in the Reich. 
T here bs no day w ithout new s of 
a rre sts of officers by Him m ler, 
a rre sts of several G auleiters, and 
a constantly rising 
epidemic 
of 
flu caused by lack of food and 
m edicine and fuel. 
A ll this goes fa r tow ard prov­ 
ing th a t H itler spoke because lie 
hod to, because he is the only p er­ 
son capable of checking rising dis­ 
content and unw illingness to con­ 
tinue the w ar.

The House Military Affairs Committee, according to 
a dispatch from Washington, would like to canvass the 
the manpower problems in military and war production 
fields before reaching any decision. 
A look before a leap is certainly commendable. But 
why is the committee (and apparently the House and 
Senate) only now getting around to look? 
And why 
has legislation to cure these manpower problems already 
been introduced when congressional information is ap­ 
parently so inadequate? 
The existence of manpower Miortages in certain 
critical fields is not news. 
The President first asked 
Congress for national service legislation well over a year 
ago. 
And since that first tentative request the man­ 
power situation has gone from better to worse. 
The need for more ammunition. Keavy artillery', 
trucks and tires, radar tecum rn ct and cotton duck is six 
months old. Congress has kn wa of this need. It has 
sent some of its members to the battlefronts to see the 
result of shortages with tit ir own eyes. It has received 
from War Mobilize r Byrnes a detailed report on produc­ 
tion and manpower problems. 
And now, when enough of everything and more to 
spare is needed to press the attack in the Philippines and 
throw back the Germans in Europe, the House Military 
Affairs Committee wants to canvass the situation. 
W hat has the committee, and Congress in general, 
been doing in the meantime? Well, for one thing, they 
were pretty busy running for office. There was the ques­ 
tion last summer of recessing without unbecoming haste 
so that the members might get home to their constitu­ 
ents. And after the elections were over there was really 
very little that the waning 78th Congress felt that it 
could do, emergency or no emergency. 
And then what happened when the new Congress 
finally rolled up its sleeves and prepared to tackle its 
critical tasks? Well, the first order of business in the 
House was to reconstitute the so-called Dies Committee 
and put it on a permanent basis. There was also con­ 
siderable talk of investigating organizations like the 
CIO-PAC and curbing their future activities. 
We don’t say that a congressional committee to in­ 
vestigate un-American activities is not, in principle, a 
good thing. 
Nor do we contend that “non-partisan” 
political organizations should be immune to investiga­ 
tion. 
But we do maintain that they are not of first 
importance today, at the expense of pressing military 
needs.

^ Don’t carry your original dis­ 
charge around with you. It will 
get dog-eared, dirty, and possibly 
unreadable. You may lose it. In 
either case the red tape involved 
may result in such a snarl that 
you’ll lose benefits you deserve, 
or even worse. Get a photostatic 
or certified copy (it wouldn’t be 
a bad idea to get several at once, 
if you’re inclined to be careless). 
Either of these will serve in most 
cases. Put the original (and every 
other item of official service data 
you have) in a safety deposit box 
or a fire-proof safe or strong box. 
You’ll have use for it the rest of 
your life.

r\O N ’T procrastinate in finding 
L7 what benefits you are entitled 
to as a veteran. Many of these 
benefits eventually expire, de­ 
pending on how many months or 
years you have been out of ser­ 
vice. Once the statute of limita­ 
tions has run, you are simply out 
of luck. Establish your rights as a 
veteran as soon as possible and 
then keep informed on the status 


J of all those rights in which vou 
I are interested. 
Don’t toss off your readjust­ 
ment allowance as if it were va- 
i cation money. You can get it up 
to any time until two years after 
the war. Jobs are easy to get now. 
It.may he good insurance against 
La period when they don’t come so 
j easily. 
The same holds true for any war 
bonds you have purchased while 
in the service. 
Don’t, if you have the least un­ 
certainty about what you want to 
do in life, neglect the opportuni­ 
ties offered under the G. I. Bill of 
Rights for further education or 
statute of limitations on these op­ 
portunities and they shouldn’t be 
passed over for a job that is tem­ 
porarily remunerative but will 
not equip you to take advantages 
in the(future. 
Don’t surrender your national 
service life insurance for cash. 
Even if you are pinched and feel 
tnafc money on the barrel-head is 
more important now, the time 
may come when you can never 
get that kind of insurance cover­ 
age again. For the same reason, 
don’t let it lapse.
